Claim 97 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 97: Claim 97 calls for the first flexibility information to include information that 
prefers a specific travel product. As understood fi-om claim 97, this would allow the user to 
require a specific airline, a specific cruise line or a specific flight. This appears to be beyond 
what is described in the original disclosure, which only allows the range of flexibility to involve 
departure times and dates, seat selections, origination and destination airports and meals (See 
original specification at page 2, and pages 17-18). Accordingly, the subject matter of claim 97 is 
new matter. 

Claims 95-96 and 98-1 1 1 are allowed.
